Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -9 and 1 1 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applicant's 
amendment filed on 04/1 1/201 1 in conjunction with the remarks has been reviewed by the 
examiner in view of the prior art of record Kari et al. (US 6,542,489 B1 ), and it is agreed that the 
prior art of record does not teach the amended independent claims 1 . Prior art of record fails to 
teach the claimed limitations of as in the means and methods for providing phone pages to 
certain type of terminals of subscribers, where the terminals comprising autonomous type 
terminals and network type terminals. Furthermore, prior art fails to teach as in the associating, 
determining and providing steps for the phone pages association of the terminals. Independent 
claim 9 was also allowed as it also contains the same allowable subject matter as in claim 1 .
